Dr. Mau rice Lecu tier, a modi 
cal ex pert, testified at an imp ost 
that the mother took thalidomide 
early in her preg n an cy an d that 
the child was born limbless. Bu t 
the death, he said, was cau sed 
by the in fan t in halin g food from 
its stomach. There was a marked 
n arrowin g of the small in testin e 
an d as a resu lt reg u rg itation of 
food an d milk occu rred almost in ­ 
stan tly . 
The baby , Wilfred Shaw, died 
last week. It was the first child 
of Mr. an d Mrs. Ron ald Shaw of 
Eckin g ton , Derby shire. 
Accordin g to on e medical au ­ 
thority , K. W Smithells, of Alder 
Hey Children ’s Hospital at Liv er­ 
pool, approx imately 1,200 thalido­ 
mide babies were born in En g ­ 
lan d an d Wales in the period from 
Jan u ary 1900 to Au g u st 1962.

Passed by Senate and House 
last month, it says:

M acArthur, in recognition of his 
outstanding devotion to the Am er­ 
ican people, his brilliant leader­ 
ship during and following World 
War II, and the unsurpassed af­ 
fection held for him by the people 
of the Philippines which has done 
so much to strengthen the ties of 
friendship between the people of 
that nation and tile people of the 
United States.” 
President Kennedy assigned an 
Air Force plane to carry MacAr­ 
thur from New York, where he 
lives quietly in a big apartm ent 
in the Waldorf Towers. 
First on M acA rthur^ schedule 
was a late morning visit with Ken 
nedy. Then a trip to the Capitol 
to

speaker’s dining room. Then a 
ceremony on the Capitol steps, in 
Which Speaker John W. McCor­ 
m ack, D-Mass., was to present 
the resolution. 
Rep. L. Mendel Rivers, D-S.C.,

S e r v i c e s Committee, 
sparked passage of the resolution.

MacArthur the out 
standing man of the century. 
Mac A rthur's career as a fight­ 
ing man covered 52 years and 
three wars.

When Japanese 
bombs and shells battered Bataan 
and Corregidor in World War ll

prom ised: “ I shall return.”

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Inefficient Colleges 


There is no doubting the serious plight 
of America’s small liberal arts colleges: 
they are short of every thing ex cept stu­ 
dents knocking at their doors. Yet a re­ 
cent survey of 60 of these institutions in 
the Midwest shows that in many instances 
the colleges are at fault. 
The Educational Facilities Laboratories 
Inc. ex amined 60 Midwestern colleges and 
found that the average classroom was in 
use only 17.6 hours a week and the aver­ 
age laboratory only 10.8 hours. One-fifth 
of all classes in the colleges survey ed had 
fewer than IO students. 
The number of students per teacher 
ran ged from a high of 17.6 in colleges with 
1.500 to 8 ,000 students to a low of 
12.1 in 
the smallest institutions, those with 
en 
rollments of less than 400. 
These colleges plan to spend about $95 
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million for new’ classroom and lab facilit­ 
ies and should do so, the survey indicated, 
because many of the ex isting facilities are 
outdated and inadeq uate. Yet to 
build 
these and then use them only a m ere frac­ 
tion of the time with very small classes ap­ 
pears to be a massive waste of money 
when this is in such short supply . 
There is much to be said for small 
clas­ 
ses held at a leisurely pace. But in an 
era when the n ation ’s facilities for higher 
education are being strain ed severely , 
some of the slow pace m ust give way to 
m ore efficiency . 
If it does, the en rollm en t of the ty pical 
sm all liberal arts college could be in creas­ 
ed bv 50 per cent, to the advan tage of 
thousan ds of studen ts who might not oth­ 
erwise be able to get a college education .

Inefficient Colleges 


There is no doubting the serious plight 
of America’s small liberal arts colleges: 
they are short of everything except stu­ 
dents knocking at their doors. Yet a re­ 
cent survey of 60 of these institutions in 
the Midwest shows that in many instances 
the colleges are at fault. 
The Educational Facilities Laboratories 
Inc. examined 60 Midwestern colleges and 
found that the average classroom was in 
use only 17.6 hours a week and the aver­ 
age laboratory only 10.8 hours. One-fifth 
of all classes in the colleges surveyed had 
fewer than IO students. 
The number of students per teacher 
ranged from a high of 17.6 in colleges with 
1,500 to 8,000 students to a low of 12.1 in 
the smallest institutions, those with en 
rollments of less than 400. 
These colleges plan to spend about $95 


million for new classroom and lab facilit­ 
ies and should do so, the survey indicated, 
because many of the existing facilities are 
outdated and inadequate. Yet to build 
these and then use them only a mere frac­ 
tion of the time with very small classes ap­ 
pears to be a massive waste of money 
when this is in such short supply. 
There is much to be said for small clas­ 
ses held at a leisurely pace. But in an 
era when the nation’s facilities for higher 
education are being strained severely, 
some of the slow pace must give way to 
more efficiency. 
If it does, the enrollment of the typical 
small liberal arts college could be increas­ 
ed by 50 per cent, to the advantage of 
thousands of students who might not oth­ 
erwise be able to get a college education.

As regards Soblen, the question 
arose as to whether he is a crim­ 
inal or a political offender. While 
this question was being argued, 
the Israeli government put him on 
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an El Al plane where he staged 
his suicide which he himself de­ 
clared was phoney. He landed in 
London and was sent to a prison 
hospital. 
In 
England, 
his 
case 
went 
through the processes of law and 
he lost. In Israel, it is a 
moot 
question whether his case w e n t 
through due process of law'. Mean­ 
while, Czechoslovakia, a Commun­ 
ist country, 
intervened to offer 
him refuge. 
The British washed their hands 
of Soblen in accordance with their 
law’ and judicial procedure. It 
is 
not possible to complain of their 
conduct. Israel found itself in a 
political turmoil. The left w i n g 
parties in that country, always a 
nuisance, demanded that if an El 
Al plane were used to effect his 
return, he be sent to Israel and 
not to the United States. 
This 
violates 
all 
international 
traditions, customs, and a g r e e - 
ments on returned passengers, in­ 
cluding stowaways. If the El Al 
airplane does not return Soblen to 
the United 
States, 
this 
country 
and Great Britain would both be 
justified in refusing this line land­ 
ing privileges. Certainly the Unit­ 
ed States would be warranted in 
taking that position. If Israel re­ 
taliated by forbidding American 
aircraft to land in Israel, t h a t 
w'ould be a minor matter both po­ 
litically 
and 
economically. 
The 
principal issue in this case is the 
freedom of escape. This is not a 
right or a privilege and the airline 
becomes 
a 
confederate 
of 
the 
criminal — perhaps unwillingly. 
The United States has no extra 
dition treaty with B r a z i l and if 
Brazil e n j o y s having American 
criminals and swindlers, we can 
do nothing about it. except to re­ 
taliate by not permitting Brazilian 
coffee to enter this country. 
That seems drastic except that 
one begins to wonder whether we 
are a nation of men or mice. Our 
tax dodgers put their money in 
half a dozen havens, the leading 
country that engages in this being 
Switzerland. No 
agency of our 
government is d o i n g anything 
about it. President Kennedy’s pro­ 
posal to withhold dividends might 
have been a step toward plugging 
up the lines to the tax havens, but 
whoever wrrote that 
bill 
got 
it 
twisted. 
We have all kinds of airlines and 
private planes moving about but 
we set up no strong measures to 
guard against contraband. We por-

Sounds like an infection with a 
yeast-like fungus called “Candida 
albicans”. Its 
everywhere, 
and 
invades when resistance drops or 
an overwhelming fungus force at­ 
tacks. 
Thrush breaks out in the mouths 
of newborns who catch Candida 
during those last seconds before 
birth. It resembles milk curds with 
angry red borders. 
Premature or sickly babies can’t 
fight back. Candida may invade 
their circulation and cause blood 
poisoning. 
it loves to plunge into cracks in 
moist grated skin and complicate 
chafing. Housewives, waiters and 
bakers — with hands constantly in 
soapy water — are ideal candid­ 
ates for Candida-infected nails and 
cuticles. 
If resistance crumbles, Candida 
can invade internal organs and 
bring on bronchitis, pneumonia and 
intestinal cramps. 
Ordinary antibiotic germ killers 
can’t harm Candida When miracle 
drugs wipe out most b a c t e r i a , 
the fungus family mushrooms into 
a population explosion.

Gentian violet (I per cent solu­

Swab the mouth twice daily until 
it clears; then every second day 
for two weeks. 
Baking soda works, too; I teas­ 
poon in 8 ounces of w'ater. For a 
tastier rinse or spray, 
ask your 
druggist for sodium bicarbonate 5 
gm., peppermint water 120 cc. and 
enough ordinary water to total to 
240 cc. (8 ounces). 
Fungus-killing nystatin prescrip­ 
tions can usually clam the intestin­ 
al cramps, but you’D need special 
injections of amphoericin for more 
stubborn infections. 
Candida originally 
got 
out 
of 
hand because competition died. Re­ 
store competition and you may not 
need fungus • killing prescriptions- 
You merely gulp dowry capsules 
containing harmless milk-souring 
bacteria and 
recover while 
the 
germs fight it out between them!

Stoutsville Man Is Gardener Turvey Garden 
With Scientific Approach 


Bv MRS. ELIZABETH JONES 
Virgil Courtright is an excellent 
amateur botanist and a fine gard­ 
ener. 
Ile lives 
in 
Stottville 
near 
the Theodore Hustons. He and 
Mrs. Huston swap garden infor­ 
mation over the fence. 
Friday of last week I visited tho 
Cmirtright garden in hopes of see­ 
ing the rare plant that 
nobody 
cm)Id identify last slimmer. It is a 
frrn leafed plant and was brought 
to Stoutsville from I n d i a n a by 
Mrs 
Frank Leroy. It grows five 
fret or more high and has bright 
red trumpet - shaped flowers. 
The interesting flower was not 
in bloom in the Courtright garden. 
But there were many young plants 
od it and Virgil Courtright has 
promised to call me next year 
when it is at peak of bloom. 
* * * 


HE IDENTIFIES it as C i l i a 
Phlox 
And he is very 
good at 
classifying plants. His reference 
was a book of botany by Brown 
and Briftian. The plant is a l s o 
called Cilia and standing cypress. 
Courtright says it is a biennial. 
The 
foliage 
has 
a compound 
leaf, better described as a needle 
leaf. Right now the plants are all 
little rosettes. Next year they will 
grow tall, bloom and set seed. 
We may have missed the gilia ( 
phlox, but there were many other 
beautiful and interesting things in 
tile Courtright garden. 
He has a planting of liatris 
which is magnificent. Liatris is 
a spike plant, lavender in color. 
The flowers crowded along the 
stem sfart blooming from t h e 
top. It is stately and beautiful 
but it takes a great many to 
make a showy planting. Court- 
right has a great many. 
He has them around his mail­ 
box. He has a planting in his front 
yard. He has more in his back 
yard. 
When asked how he propagated 
this plant that 
most gardeners 
find hard to increase, he said this: 
“Wait until about October when 
the flowers are dry. Shuck them 
from the stem in a seed bed. Next 
spring set the plants out. T h e y 
will bloom the following year.”

IN THE front bcd near the lia­ 
tris were some plants of pale yel­ 
low marigolds. Courtright is right 
in there pitching for a pure white 
marigold. If he grows one he'll en­ 
ter it in the Burpee white mari­ 
gold contest and win the $10,000 
prize. 
Virgil Courtright has several na 
tive plants in his garden. He has 
four species of Solomon Seal. His 
Senna grows seven or more feet 
high This is a native plant with 
pinnate folia ce and racemes of 
yellow pea-like flowers. 
Courtright 
procured 
some 
co­ 
lumbine seed from an army buddy 
who ranches in Colorado. The first 
year they were a 
beautiful blue 
like the Colorado state f l o w e r . 
This c l i m a t e has made them 
change to white.

Eccles Calls 


For Outlawing 


Of Strikes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Outlaw­ 
ing strikes and lockouts was rec- 
commended here by Marriner S. 
Eccles, former Federal Reserve 
Board chairman. He called also 
for an Immediate cut of five per­ 
centage points in personal income 
taxes. 
Eccles, who headed the federal 
reserve system during parts of 
the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt 
and 
Harry 
Truman 
administrations, 
did not mention President Ken­ 
nedy's decision that the present 
state of the economy does not 
warrant a quick tax reduction. 
Eccles 
told 
the 
Senate House 
Economic 
Committee 
which 
is 
making a study of economic con­ 
ditions and policies for full em­ 
ployment: "I do feel the present 
situation, which could easily lead 
into a serious recession, calls for 
temporary action now 
I can see 
no reason to wait until next year 
to reduce taxes.” 
Eccles said the economy is in 
trouble because of heavy disburse­ 
ments overseas and because what 
he called excessive increases of 
wages and fringe benefits of or­ 
ganized labor have tended to price 
American goods and services out 
of the world markets and the do­ 
mestic markets as well. 
The real monopoly today, he 
said, is organized labor. 
‘‘Strikes, as well as lockouts, 
should be outlawed,” Eccles con­ 
tinued. 
“ Where there 
are 
con­ 
flicts. 
compulsory 
arbitration 
should be provided, with the right 
of appeal by either party to labor 
courts to be established.” 


Country's Schools Must Face Immmediate Need for Action 


The country’s schools are in dire 
need of an electric 
shock 
treat­ 
ment to ja r 
them 
into tackling 
anew their educational problems. 
This is the opinion of Dr. William 
H. Bristow, director of New York 
City’s Bureau of Curriculum Re­ 
search, 
who 
constantly 
devises 
new tactics for his owm school sys­ 
tem or stirs up educational excite­ 
ment at academic meetings across 
the country. 
Here are some of his suggest­ 
ions: 
I. To boat the constant teacher 
shortage, make teacher training a 1 
continuous part of the school’s job, 
handled within the schooT 
day. 
Have experienced teachers work 
with student teachers to improve 


their skills before the first job. 
2. To make full use of the gifted, 
try something sim ilar to the Brit­ 
ish system of subsidizing bright 
youngsters and their families. 
3. To counteract the stark fig­ 
ures of youth unemployment, use 
more imagination in work exper­ 
ience program s in schools. If the 
problem is too much for the school 
to handle solo, why not have busi­ 
ness and the government step into 
help with expenses. It will pay both 
agencies in the long nm. 
4 To train youngsters not cap- 
abfe of attacking the work in • a 
vocational or technical high school, 
devise school 
program s 
to 
pre­ 
pare them for jobs they can handle 
well. 


5. To help ti* emotionally dis 
turbed, whose numbers are grow­ 
ing, tool up all school services, 
particularly 
guidance, 
to 
help 
them. (“ Speciar classes ami ape 
etal schools," says the educator, 
“ leave out 
more 
children 
than 
they catch. There are more gift­ 
ed and more retarded in regular 
classes than 
in 
special 
schools 
Guidance experts can work w i t h 
them there.” ) 
6. To give more importance to 
the teacher, let him make more 
decisions at the local level. Decen­ 


tralize to-heavy administrative dut­ 
ies 
7 To free live teacher for more 
meaningful activities, use program* 
rued m aterial and TV more exten­ 
sively. (Bristow says the m anage­ 
ment 
and 
scheduling of TV 
in 
classroom teaching has not yet be­ 
come a m ajor relief for the teach­ 
er.)

Angry and irritated, the m eas­ 
u re’s opponents stru ck back by 
forcing fiv e qu oru m calls. Ev en 
these didn’t take long. Most of the 
senators were on hand, ex cept for 
sev en Dem ocrats who wou ld hav e 
v oted against clotu re if they bad 
been present. 
For y ears Ru le 22 has been at­ 


tacked by civ il rights adv ocates 
as the chief obstacle to passage 
of legislation in that field. The 
fact that two civ il rights bills hav e 
been passed in recent y ears with­ 
ou t 
inv oking the 
ru le 
has 
no! 
lessened opposition to its terms. 
Efforts hav e been made *o re 


du ce tile requ irem ent for pu tting 
the ru le into operation to approv al 
by a simple majority , a m ajority 
of all senators—51 in this case— 
or to three-fifths of those v oting. 
These proposals probably will 
be aired again at the beginning 
of the new Congress in Janu ary .

encourage them are nearly always 
the top-notch pupils.” 
The same result was true in 
the frontier schools, Mrs. Riddle 
recalls, where the most common 
outside activity was a heavy load 
of farm chores. 
“ I recall one family of several 
children w’ho had to ride ponies IO 
miles to school. They had to get up 
at 4 in the morning to get their 
work and lessons done in time, 
but their parents saw to it that 
they came to school all winter 
long. And they did well, too.” 
As for the teacher’s role, Mrs. 
Riddle says, “The most important 
quality a teacher must have is en­ 
thusiasm. If you love this work, 
you can’t help but be enthusiastic 
and it will be reflected in your stu­ 
dents.” 
For a teacher who is not enthu­ 
siastic, her advice is, “Get inter­ 
ested in people and your pupils as 
people. Pretend a little enthus­ 
iasm, cultivate «itbusiasm , for 
your subjects and 
your pupils. 
They’ll be on their toes and it will 
be a lot of fun for all of you. 
“ If you don’t love teaching, it’s 
better to get out of the profession.” 
Mrs. Riddle, who was bom Flo­ 
rence P l i m p t o n in Buchanan, 
Mich., in 1885, was graduated from 
the University of Chicago in 1907. 
She taught in Bhie Hill, Neb., and 
Lawton, Okla., and in 1911, as the 
bride of Rollo G. Riddle, moved 
to Cortez, Colo., where she rode 
eight miles each day on a cow pony 
to teach a nine-grade, one-room- 
county school. Mrs. Riddle recalls 
she soon learned to cope with the 
room country school. Mrs. Riddle 
recalls sho soon learned to cope 
with

restless 
children 
but 
quelling fights among the ponies 
they all rode to school was a more 
difficult matter. 
Moving to Mattoon in 1919, Mrs. 
Riddle devoted herself to rearing 
a family of three. In 1942, after 
her husband died, she took a re­ 
fresher course in education, and 
taught until 1950 when she reach­ 
ed the compulsory retirement age 
65. 
Then she began t e a c h i n g in 
homes of students under the Illin­ 
ois Education Depart for Educa­ 
ble Physically Handicapped Chil­ 
dren.
